ROMAN CATHOLIC CHAPLAINS IN WORh~ 
(Me HOUSES AND PRISONS — é 

At the last weekly meeting of the direetors of the 
poor of St. Pancras, Mr. Churehwarden Cameron in the 
chair, a report was presented from a committee Appoint- 
ed to watch the proceedings of the Roman_ Catholics, 
who recently held a meeting in St. James’s Hall, with 
a view to induce the Government to introduce a Bill to 
compel the appointment of paid Roman Catholic 
chaplains to workhouses and prisons. ‘I'he report stated 
that in consequence of the proceedings which took place 
between the deputation of Roman Catholics and Lord 
Palmerston, they felt it necessary to advise that com- 
munications be made to the Boards of all the other 
metropolitan parishes, calling thé¢ir attention to the sub- 
ject, and requesting their co-operation in forming a depu- 
tation to Lord Palmerston, or to take other steps for 
resisting such a proposal. i 

Mr. W. Turner, in moving the adoption of the report. 
sai’, this he believed to be the most impucent attem) t 
on the part of the Romanists to subvert the religism of 
this country that had ever been perpetrated. He hela 
in his hand a Roman Catholie paper, which gave a coiry 
of a memorandum which wis handed to Lord Palmers- 
ton asthe basis of the Act of Parliament these parties 
required. Amongst the demands made was, that a 
registry of the religion of all inmates of pfisoris and 
workhouses should be mede open to the inspection of 
the Roman Catholic Clergy, with the right of a¢missior 
to visit all Roman Catholics. The appointment of a 
Roman Catholic chaplain to be recognised as an oificer 
of the prison or Workhouse, with power of assembling 
Roman Catholics tor worship in a separate place assign- 
ed for the purpose, and separate schools and teachers 
for Roman Catholic children, attached to prisons and 
workhouses. He (Mr. ‘Turner) would ask if the Roman- 
ists were to have all these powers and privileges; why 
had not the members of every denomination of Dissen- 
ters a right to the same. (Ilear, hear.) Sut were the 
rate-payers at large to be taxed just to gratify the whims 
of the mere handful of Romanis(s in this country ? (No, 
no.) A most determined resistance should be at once 
shown by the parishes to these exorbituwt demands. 
Mr. Howlet seconded the resolution, which was 
carried unanimously, and a communication directed to 
be forwarded to all the metropolitan parishes. Wemost 
earnestly hope that they will follow the example of 5t. 
Pancras.

In 1855 vr1ily four gertléenien wert 
up for Master in Arts examination. Each got a gold 
medal’and a money exhibition. In these five years of the 
Colleges the number of professors and officers was 50 
per cent more than that of students, and the number of 
scholarships also greater. But it was not merely with 
regard to numbers that the colleges Were a failure; the 
institution of licerised boarding houses, and the appoint- 
ment of deans of residence Was an important feature of 
the original proposal, yet that feature also had entirely 
failed. The systeni of education under the national 
board was ‘also a failure, but in a different way. In the 
county of Cork alone there were 65,000 children attend- 
ing those schoo's, but with the exception of 751, all were 
of one religion. The system must soon fall from the 
Opposition in the country if not previously overthrown 
by a vote of the house. The Catholic Church in Ireland and 
many of the Protestant bishops were in favour of a 
system such as was approved of by every statesman for 
urigland, that there should be a free admixture of re- 
ligious teaching. One objection to the Irish system was 
its nationalising tendency. On the commissioners’ list of 
books there was but‘one written by an Irishman; all their 
reading books were the production of a Scotch Presby- 
terian clergyman, and all reference to the past and pre- 
sent history of Ireland Was ¢arefully excluded. The ad- 
mitable works of the Christian writers were in the list of 
books approved by the committee of the Council in Eng- 
land, but they were excludéd in Ireland. The system 
in the two countries was entirely different ; that which 
disqualified a school in England from any share. of 
the grant (the want of any religious teaching) was 
the only qualification in Ireland. He would not fur- 
thcr detain the house, but recommend the system to the

But we 
find that it was spread over the country, and 
that there was no great discfepaticy as regarded 
the number of pupils in the four provinces, Then, 
if you looked at the modei schools, what had been 
the result of the model schools—what had been 
the result of the system practically and numer.cally ? 
The right honourable gentleman the member for the 
University of Dublin said that they had excellent books, 
loyal schools, admirable instruction, and fair inspection. 
If that was the case with between 500 and 600 schoois, 
was it fiossilile to say that the system was a failure ? 
During the short time which he had as yet been able to 
spend in Ireland since he had entered on his present 
office he had made inquiry of the heads of the education 
department, and endeavoured to obtain some know- 
ledge on the subject. He meationed this to 
show that he had every disposition to give the 
matter a fair consideration. But he was bound 
to speak with great caution with regard to 
any change in a system which had been founded by 
Lord Derby and favoured by the late Lord Lieutenant 
of Ireland, who said that having gone to Ireland with 
a strong prejudice against the system, he had come back 
with a strong feeling in its favour. His noble friend 
had called on him to deal with a question of so much 
delicacy that although it had been considered by the 
late government, yet no decision had been arrived at. 
with regard to it by the Cabinet. It would be pre- 
sumption in him now to say one word which would 
imply more than a sincere desire to give the fullest, 
fairest, and completest consideration to any proposal, 
from whatever quarter it came, which was likely to 
increase the efficiency of the system of national edu- 
cation in Ireland. He would endeavotir to receive all 
suggestions made to him in a spirit of candour arid con- 
ciliation towards all sides, and, if he could, increase the 
efficiency of the National Board while retaining a prin- 
ciple the adherence to which he believed had conferred 
mo st important benefits on thé country (hear).
